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RULES AND REGULATIONS 

1. PRIZES, Prizes will be awarded for first, second and third 
places. To encourage the boys and girls to enter as many exhibits as 
possible, there will be an aggregate award presented in each class. 
Special cups, which have been donated by interested persons and 
business firms will be awarded in some classes. 

Prize winning exhibits from other years will not be accepted for 
competition. In determining the winners of aggregate awards, the 
following system of credits will be used: 1st prize, three credits; 
2nd prize, 2 credits; 3rd prize, 1 credit. 

The Judge’s decision will be final in all cases. It will not be 
necessary to award a prize unless he deems the entry worthy of one. 

2. Entries must be made in person or by mail, at the (4jp4)ffice, 
Y.M.C.A., on official entry form obtainable at the Y.M.C.A. Unless 
otherwise specified entries close Wednesday, May 19th at 10:00 p.m. 
and exhibits must be at the fair Office by 1.00 p.m. Monday, May 10th. 

3. All exhibits in the Good Eats class must be called for im 
mediately after 10:30 p.m. Saturday, Mav 29th, 1954. ALL EXHIBITS 
IN OTHER CLASSES MUST BE CALLED FOR BY 4:00 p.m., Satur¬ 
day, June 5th, 1954. 

N.B.—ALL EXHIBITS NOT CALLED FOR BY THIS DATE WILL 
BE DESTROYED. 

4. All exhibits must remain until the close of the Fair—Satur¬ 
day, May 29th, 1954. 

5. The parents must let boys and girls—even the youngest— 
make their entries and transact all business connected with their 
exhibits. 

6. The Fair Directorate reserves the right to refuse any entrant 
or exhibit not in accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
Fair, and where prizes are won by such exhibits they must be 
forfeited. 

7. Exhibitors must be boys or girls who have not passed their 
21st birthday on April 30th, 1954. 

8. Exhibitors will receive a ticket for one admission.

Skipping to Music 

Skipping may be done to music, with varied forms of jumping 
adapted to musical phrases and the jumping may be interspersed 
with rhythmical swinging of the arms carrying the rope in a figure 
eight at the sides of the body or in a circle over the head or under 
the feet. Entries may be costumed and ropes gaily decorated to add 
to the attractiveness of the number.
